The closest prior art of Chen (US 5,590,197) teaches using a tamper resistant 
portable electronic storage medium to make electronic payments from the possessor of 
the wallet to a merchant at a remote site on the Internet. 

In regarding to independent claims 1, 12, 18, 24, 42 and 46, Chen taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render 
obvious a transaction utilizes at least a portion of the optically encoded personal 
information in conjunction with security information stored in an alternative medium on 
the optically encoded personal information carrier.
